AN UGLY REPUBLICAN RECORD 



People are beginning to wonder if 
there is ever to be an end to the 
.scandals connected with the present 
fit.v administration. Some of these 
scandals are smothered for awhile, 
but they eventually come out, and 
the denouement Is never favorable to 
the City Government. 

Charm Lawrence, a foreman in 
the street cleaning department, is 
one of the new men to break into 
notoriety. The administration kept 
the matter under cover for more 
than a month, lint the storv has 
finally (rotten out, and what is being 
suid about Lawrence would fill u 
Carnegie library, but Mayor Grin- 
stead would rather not have it 
printed. 

Lawrence, it seems, lived in a tent 
near the river front near Thirty- 
eighth street. His wife, four girls 
and a boy, occupied the tent with 
him. He was a patriotic American 
citizen and when Julius Hild, of the 
Hoard or Children's Guardians, went 
after him to provide better quarters 
for his family Lawrence protested. 
His protests were louder, longer and 
more vociferous when Truant Agent 
Burke went after him to make th» 
children go to schooi The fond 
father "allowed that no d— d fur- 
riner" could tell him his business. 
Hut the children went, to school, at 
least two little girls did. 

Both were filthy and unkempt. One 
in particular was ill-tempered, dis- 
obedient and absolutely wilful. Sh-i 
repeatedly disobeyed the teacher's 
rules, and when ordered to leave the 
room remained silent and defiant. 
The teacher sent for the Principal, a 
veteran among Louisville's corps of 
teachers. The Principal tried gentle- 
ness and reason without avail. She 
next resorted to a stroke with a 
strap or ruler, but the embryonic 
suffragette wrapped her legs around 
desk and refused to budge. A

little more corpornl punishment duly 
administered caused the uowflllag 
princess of the house of Lawrence 
to relinquish her hold on the seat. 
The children were sent home. 

This happened in November, and 
was soon forgotten by teacher and 
Principal. Lawrence, the father, wa . 
seeking n way to get even. He 
thought he had found it when he 
went to Frank L. Watson, Clerk of 
the Louisville Police Court, and 
swore out a warrant charging the 
Principal of a West Knd school witn 
disorderly conduct. Lawrence want- 
ed to undertake Kentuel'c ••nigh' 
rider" tactics. He felt that Clerk 
Watson was the man to aid him. 
Watson did his part. He issued the 
warrant and it was sent to the 
police headquarters, from where it 
went to the Fourth Police district 
The Principal had been boarding at 
a Catholic institution, but she wn< 
not a Catholic. The police took tic? 
patrol wagon at night to the institu- 
tion and inquired for the defendant 
named in the warrant. She was not 
there. A dny or two later the war- 
rant was served on her at the school. 

Between the date of the issuance 
of the warrant and the time it was 
served on the Principal, Lawrence 
was made defendant in a warrant 
charging him with stabbing a man in 
the back. The school Principal, al- 
though it was repugnant to her, 
appeared in the Police Court at the 
appointed time. Prosecuting At- 
torney Hill Spalding treated her with 
the greatest courtesy, as diil another 
lawyer who had lieen engaged in the 
prosecution. Lawrence failed to ap- 
pear against her and the case was 
dismissed. 

What has become of the charge 
against Lawrence for cutting one of 
his subordinates? It seems to have 
been smothered up. It is alleged 
that this is the sivme Lawrence who 
shot Oeftrge Dupre hi the back at 
Thirty-eighth nnd Rank streets about 
nine .tears ago. ^ 

The Principal wns much mortified 
over the unplensant notoriety, and 
tins uo recourse but to bear it. She is 
one*of the best known and most 
hiirlilv respected educators in Louis- 
ville. 1 

The Bepuhlicnns now holding office 
in the city ana county have no 
renson to be proud of the record 
made, nor of the men holding many 
of the offices. The Kentucky Irish 
American has had occasion several 
times to call nttentlon to the short- 
comings or worse of some of the offi- 
cials of the county and city. It is 
the same administration that made 
a Lieutenant of Police of Hubert J.

Father Cleary denied that the 
church was hostile to labor. "What 
makes society of any value," he said, 
"is the kind of men that compose it, 
and not the amount of profit real- 
ized. The guiding principal of cap- 
italist as well as worker should be 
the spirit of intelligence and justice 
true to the other, doing avvav with 
the idea that profit is everything, 
for man has a dignity and Worth 
which can be measured only bv char- 
acter."

Although every known quarter of 
the globe suffered from catastrophes 
during the year l'.M)8, all combined 
did not equal that which befell Sicily 
and Southern Italy this week. Kuch 
mouth brought its own mishaps; one 
nation after another mourned; each 
in turn offered assistance to the suf- 
ferers. 

On January l.'l ISO persons lost 
their lives ill u theater fire at Hover- 
town, Pa. Two days later an earth' 
quake and tidal wuve engulfed the 
populous town of Gonavies, Hayti. 
and on Jnnuury M Portland, Ore., 
suffered a million dollar loss through 
fire. Three towns were destroyed in 
Mississippi and scores of lives were 
lost through tornadoes on February 
14, und a week later fourteen miners 
lost their lives at Durham. Kngland. 
On the first day of March an aval- 
anche destroyed thirteen lives in the 
Swiss Alps. Three days later a 
hool burned at Collinswnod. near 
Cleveland. Ohio. and ISO children 
were cremated. On Mnrch _.'! the 
lapanesc steamer Lutsu sank and 
MKJ lives were lost. Hundreds of lives 
were lost by an earthquake that vis- 
ited Mexico on March "J7. and on the 
following day sixty miners were en- 
touihcd bv an explosion near Hnnna 
Wjo.

drowned 2,000 persons in 
On April 20 a collision oc- 
near Melbourne. Australia, 
thirty-seven people were 
killed and forty badly injured. The. 
following dny 'more ' than ton lireV 
were lost by tornadoes that visited 
the Southern States. The (iovern- 
inent steel works at Abukoo. Bussia. 
were destroyed on February 2">. en- 
tailing a loss of $2. .•■(10,000. ' On the 
same day the Hritish cruiser Gludi- 
utor was cut in twain by the Ameri- 
can Line steamer St, Paul, and twen* 
ty-eight were drowned. 

Atlanta. Ga., suffered n million, 
dollar fire loss on May und seven 
days later Oinahn was visited by si 
conflagration that destroyed prop- 
erty worth $1.2.>0,000. Sixty people 
were killed in a railway collision nenr 
lirussels, Belgium, on May 21. A 
typhoon swept the Southern seas on 
June 4, and a pearl fleet from West 
\ustraliu was wrecked, when at 
least 270 sailors lost their lives. Nr\t 
lay nn explosion on the I'nited 
States cruiser Tennessee caused the 
denth of five men. and the day fol- 
lowing sixteen people were killed bv 
an explosion in Vienna. Austria. 
Fifty fishing bouts were wrecked and 
ISO perished as the result of n storm 
that swept the coast of Japan on 
Fa Be ifi. Quebec raftered u m iliion- 

dollar fire loss on June 22, nnd oi 
the following day thirty-five lives 
were lost when the Spanish steamer 
La ruche went dow n. 

July hail its quota of disasters. A 
mine exploded nt Hiknvski and killed 
too liussians on July 2. Two days 
later seven persons were killed in a 
Cleveland fireworks emporium. Bos- 
ton was visited by a $:!.000.nno fire on 
I uly s. Fourteen were killed when 
a bridge collapsed nt Cologne, (ier- 
mntiy, on July A. A gale along the 
Spanish coast destroyed thirtv lives 
on July IS, and Mnnila. P. I., re- 
ported the loss of twenty-live lives as 
the result of n typhoon on the fob 
lowing day. A flood in a Swiss tun- 
nel snuffed out twenty-five lives on 
July 24. Three hundred lost their 
lives when the Chinese steamer 
Ving Ching sank on July 2«. and on 
the last day of the month twenty- 
three miners were silled us the re- 
sult of an explosion at Coal Creek. 
Hritish Columbia. 

August brought forest fires to 
Hritish Columbia, and in one week 
several hundred lives were lost nnd 
millions of .property destroyed. An 
explosion at Weigann, England, on 
August IS cost the lives of seventv 
miners. Fifty persons were drowned 
when the Norwegian steamer Folge- 
fonder sank on August 23. nnd seven 
days later fire destroyed projierty 
worth ".00.000 at New Orleans. 

On September 17 it was reported 
that people were dying by the hun- 
dreds in Uussia nnd th.it cholera was 
epidemic; the scourge lasted sever.ll 
months. The French cruiser La 
Touehe exploded near Treville, Sep- 
tember 22. and thirteen men were 
killed. Only four days later twenty 
persons were killed In a railway acci- 
dent nt Herlin, Germany. A Turkish 
steamer sank nenr Smyrna on Sep. 
temher 30 and 140 " men were 
drowned. October was not entirely 
free from disasters, because twenty- 
five French sailors were drowned 
when the steamer .Tuanita sank on 
October fi. and on the same day a 
grain elevator exploded at Blche- 
ford. Vt., and thirteen were killed. 

The first disaster recorded in the 
following month was when 140 lives 
were lost by the sinking of the 
Chinese steamer Taish. Railwsy 
wrecks in Louisiana and Wyoming re- 
sulted in the death of eleven persons 
on November 11. One dsy later an 
explosion in a mine at Tiamm. Ger-

Karrell denounced 
these persons trying this plan in 
Longford and llirrell was compelled 
by polie.. pressure to prosecute Fur- 
red.

The new land bill. If it be passed 
at the next session of Parliament, as 
it probably will be. will settle all 
such questions us Fnrrell agitates.

In the inraiutime 11 new and 
welcome extension of this new 
plantation is promised in the {forth 
of Ireland, where the entire town of 
Donegal, picturesque but poor, prob- 
ably will he transferred to the Iris,, 
people by the landlords. The exten- 
sion will benefit the land purchase 
in the small towns and is a most im- 
portant new departure, these smad 
towns being nt the present sloughs 
of despond. 

The Hnrl of Arrnn, who owns the 
Jticient nnd historic town of Donegal, 
is gracefully submitting lo the blow 
and has agreed to sell the town to 
his tenants. 

The Karl absolutely owns the en- 
tire town, with nlmo'st feudal power 
to evict any or all residents. Unlike 
the hated Marquis of Clanrlcnrde, 
Karl Arran is obeying the compulsory 
purchase law, and has already per- 
mitted tenunts on his farms to pur- 
chase ttiem at reasonable prices. 
Tempted by the Karl's sales of his 
rural lands, the lessors of every 
house in Donegal have petitioned the 
Karl to sell the city and the Kan 
agreed. The news came as a pleas- 
ant Christmas gift to the people of 
Donegal. 

The Karl agreed to sell the town 
property to his tenants for a price 
equaling twenty-years' rent, which 
is about the average price Irish land- 
lords are getting for their farming 
lands. The Earl rather generously 
agrees to accept n small installment 
in cash, and the remainder to be 
payable within twenty-five years, 
with interest at 4 per cent. 

Some of His Lordship's tenant" 
thought twenty years' re.nt a suffi- 
cient price, but the Karl declined. 
The tenants now agree to pav twen- 
ty-five years rental if the Karl agree, 
to pay the cost of the legal transfer, 
which he will do. Donegal is one ot 
the most picturesque towns in Ire- 
land. Its residents now for the firs' 
time feel like free men. with the 
privilege of owning their own homes 
nnd shafts.

A Dublin, Ireland, correspondent 
writes that the .Most Rev, William 
J. Walsh. D. 1)., Archbishop ol Dun- 
lin, appointed by the university's 
senate first Chancellor of the Irish 
.National I'niversily, created by Par- 
liament last year, is one of the most 
reran tile, as he is one of the most 
learned ecclesiastics living, lie lias 
w ritten works, of the highest value 
to ecclesiastical literature and has 
written books whose subjects range 
from bi-ineialiisni to Gregorian 

music. His treatise on bi-metalHam 
was the first exposition of the sub- 
ject which made it intelligible. He is 
a most learned musician. 

The Archbishop is an export sten- 
ographer and. after an hour's study, 
can put in plain Kuglish any cipher 
submitted to him. He is aii accom- 
plished linguist, an excellent photog- 
rapher and an anient motorist. He 
has toured on a bicycle the most in- 
teresting places in the llritish Isles 
and on the continent. 

Dr. Walsh was educated at May- 
nooth College and hitf career there 
was brilliant. He carried off honors 
in all his classes, filled one of the 
most important chairs in the college 
after his ordination and, in ISTs, !„•- 
camc President of the college. 

He was consecrated Archbishop in 
Home in IstU. Three years later he 
headed the Irish pilgrimage to Koine 
nnd delivered an address in Imtin to 
Pope Leo. begging the Pontiff to 
turn his attention to Ireland's sad 
state. 

tArchhishop Walsh was so prom- 
inent and powerful in Irish politics 
at one time that he was called "the 
Pope of Ireland." His admirers hoped 
he would lie made a t ardinal at th» 
Consistory In the winter of 1892-0:1. 
Instead the "red hat" went to the 
Xlost Itev. Xlichnel Logue. Archbishop 
of Armagh, who visited ihe I'nited 
States not long ago.
